Terrorists of the airwaves

Every now and then we are 
reminded of the differences between east 
and west in Canada. We have just 
experienced another jolt of homophobia 
in western Canada that does not seem to 
exist east of the Manitoba-Ontario border. 
When PrideVision TV launched early in 
September, it was a major breakthrough 
for the GLBT community. Being the first 
television network of its kind, the eyes of 
the world were upon us. What a pity. 
Only in Canada could Shaw Cable and 
Star Choice decide to put a black mark on 
the report card. 

When PrideVision TV launched on 
the two carriers, it was excluded from the 
free preview (enjoyed by all other new 
digital channels) and treated like a pay- 
per-view station. This caused a great deal 
of confusion and probably stopped many 
gays and lesbians from subscribing. 
PrideVision was swift in lodging a 
complaint with the CRTC based on the 
fact that this was unfair, discriminatory 
treatment that put PrideVision at a 
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disadvantage compared to all the other 
new digital channels. 

If you live in a place where Rogers 
Cable or Bell ExpressVu are available, 
then you will be treated to a free preview 
until December 31, 2001—exactly the 
way the CRTC intended this to be. We 
suggest you investigate your options and 
consider changing to a more GLBT- 
friendly carrier if the option is available 
to you. No matter what the excuses are 
from Shaw Communications, the bottom 
line is that homophobia rules in the 
corridors of their Calgary head office. 

Despite this uncertain beginning, 
you should try to take advantage of this 
free preview and see for yourself what a 
GLBT television network is like; no 
doubt you'll wonder where this new 
television media can take us as a 
community. We urge you to call the 
CRTC as soon as possible to express your 
concerns, and Shaw Communications to 
ask what the rationale is behind their 
actions. Contact information for both is 
at the end of this column. Help put a stop 
to this act of terrorism on the airwaves 
and be sure your voice is heard loud and 
proudly. At the time of writing, we are 
still waiting for a CRTC ruling on this 
complaint—but don’t hold your breath 
for a positive outcome unless they hear 
from us in sufficient numbers. 

On a more positive note, we are 
pleased to announce that the national 
distribution of Outlooks is now being 
sponsored by Abbott Laboratories 
Limited, starting with this issue. We are 
very pleased to welcome this positive, 
gay-friendly support to our journalistic 
efforts, as this will enable us to increase 
our circulation in eastern Canada in the 
coming months. It is always good to see 
a major multinational company 
recognizing the important contributions 
that we as a community make to this 
country. 

For those of you living in Calgary, 
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you’ve probably noticed a major change 
at one of our local meeting places. That 
long-standing phrase “meet you at 
Grabba” has suddenly changed to “see 
you at Timothy’s” as of the beginning of 
September. Rest assured that only the 
name has changed and Rob, along with all 
of his wonderful staff, will still be there 
serving great coffee and snacks in the 
gay-friendly environment. Be sure to 
stop by and try the daily trivia question 
for free prizes, if you’re smart enough to 
win. 

I would be remiss if I didn’t 
mention an impromptu gesture that took 
place at Boyztown/Metro on the day 
following the New York terrorist acts of 
September 11th. Dean, David, Richard 
and the other Boyztown staff members 
quickly began a collection to send money 
to the Red Cross Relief Fund.

The gay and lesbian community 
is a significant portion of Ward 8 and most 
openly gay and lesbian organizations and 
businesses are located in Ward 8. I think the 
alderman for this ward should support this. 

2. I will be attending the city hearing on 
the smoking bylaw issue on September 25th. 
The people of Calgary appear to be split on 
this issue. I would support changes for 
restaurants where children are allowed. Bars 
where children are not allowed may not need 
changes at this time. However, improved 
ventilation for these establishments should be 
encouraged and the situation monitored. 

3. The City has no direct say as to 
whether there should be a gay equivalent to 
marriage. However, I do believe that over 
time Federal and Provincial legislation will be 
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changed to allow this. 

4. I personally have no problem with this 
concept but it may be some time before this 
formally happens in Calgary. | What 
individual aldermen can do, and I am 
prepared to do, is to support the gay and 
lesbian organizations in promoting Pride 
celebrations in Calgary as a tourist attraction.

Edmonton

From the schoolyard bully to gay 
bashing, it’s a dangerous world for the shy, 
defenseless underdog. Larry Clark’s crime 
drama Bully has caused quite a controversy 
among straight and gay film critics and 
audiences. It’s based on a horrific real-life 
murder in 1993 in a South Florida suburb, 
where a group of teenagers murderer one of 
their friends. 

It was a vicious crime in which they 
stabbed, beat, bludgeoned and then tossed 
him, barely alive, into a drainage river to be 
eaten by alligators. The teens’ only defence 
was that Bobby Kent was a bully who 
deserved to die. Clark, who made the sexually 
and emotionally explicit movie Kids, pulls no 
punches in exposing these teenagers’ use of 
drugs and sex. For some critics, mostly 
straight, that is the real controversy. It looks as 
if Clark’s movie teeters on pornography. For 
other critics, mostly gay, there is something 
equally disturbing. 

Bobby Kent was a manipulative bully, 
especially in the case of his best friend Marty. 
He beat him physically and tormented him 
emotionally. Bobby also exploited Marty. He 
would take Marty to gay clubs and force him 
to strip for money, which they would later 
share. Bobby also took names and phone 
numbers from guys in the bars and hooked 
them up with Marty for phone-sex. Bobby 
took the money; Marty gave the phone-sex. 

Kent’s suggestion in his movie Bully is 
that Bobby acts out because he isn’t out. Kent 
sees Bobby as a latent homosexual who is so 
self-loathing that he takes his hate and 
frustration out on the women he seduces but, 
even more so, on his best friend Marty, for 
whom he harbors deep sexual attraction. 
Many of Bobby and Marty’s friends simply 
assumed the pals were lovers. 

The movie is almost as ambiguous as 
Bobby Kent himself. The role of Bobby Kent 
went to 21-year-old Nick Stahl, probably best 
known as the young boy tutored by the 
deformed Mel Gibson in 1992’s The Man 
Without a Face, a film Stahl made when he 
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was twelve. Most of his subsequent work was 
in TV, though he did make such films as 
Disturbing Behavior, The Thin Red Line and 
Sunset Strip. In addition to Bully, Nick has 
three movies ready for release. There’s 
Sleepytime Gal, In the Bedroom and Taboo. 

Stahl was born and raised in a suburb of 
Dallas, Texas. He was as surprised as anyone 
when Larry Clark offered him the role of 
Bobby Kent. 

“IT look nothing like the real Bobby 
Kent,” he says. “He was a massive guy who 
was into steroids and body building. He 
looked like a young Stallone and he looked 
much older than his real age.” As far as 
Bobby’s sexual angst went, Stahl believes 
“the guy had some real sexual issues. I think 
he was really insecure about his sexuality, 
which made him stronger and angrier. I think 
there was definitely a part of him that enjoyed 
going to those clubs and that terrified and 
worried him. He not only arranged the strip 
shows and phone sex for Marty but he also 
brought home some guys and taped them 
having sex with each other. He would force 
his friends to watch his tapes.” 

The actor says he had to do a great deal 
of soul-searching when it came to playing 
Bobby Kent because the boy was so multi- 
dimensional. “On paper, Bobby seems like a 
real monster. He seems so one-dimensional 
but that is anything but the case,” Stahl says 
“He’s not just pure evil. He’s a teenager, as 
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Bully for you, Nick 


confused as many teenagers are. And there’s 
a lot of self-hatred in him. He did have a 
future ahead of him. He was smarter and a 
better student than any of his friends and his 
father was mapping out a plan to help him 
start his own business.” 

Stahl that 
motivated Bobby’s murder but fear. His 
friends feared for their safety, and most of all 
for Marty’s. 

Stahl says if he hadn’t fallen into acting, 
he could well be in some jail right now. “I 
had a group of friends in Dallas who were 
pretty much a gang of young criminals, A

couple of them are in jail right now because 
they didn’t stop. I had my acting to take me 
away from the influenece of drugs and petty 
crime.” 

The film that really took Stahl away from 
his Dallas suburb for good was The Man With 
No Face. Like Bully, it was based on a book 
Stahl could, and did, read. The difference was 
that in the book The Man With No Face, the 
teacher played by Mel Gibson was gay. 

For the film, Gibson changed all that. 

“The book suggested that the teacher 
may have had a sexual relationship with the 
student who was killed in the car accident that 
disfigured the teacher. There is also a strong 
suggestion of a relationship between my 


character and the teacher and my character 
was only fourteen years old.” 

Stahl says he feels Gibson made drastic 
changes to the story because “Mel didn’t want 
to make the film that controversial. He wasn’t 
making an art film. He was making a 
commercial American movie.” 

Stahl has conflicting feelings when he 
looks back on the time he spent with Gibson 
filming The Man With No Face, especially 
Gibson’s 
homophobia. 


given well-documented 
“Tt was all pretty baffling to me when I 
first found out that Mel had some real 
problems with the gay community. He was 
such a nice guy to me.” Stahl feels Gibson’s 
homophobia “...may have a lot to do with his 
being raised [staunch Catholic] in [rural 
Australia]. He’s clinging to certain beliefs and 
teachings for security. He’s a lot more 
vulnerable than the characters he plays but he 
was very kind to me. That’s why I found his 
anti-gay remarks such a contradiction.”

Well, it’s here. PrideVision TV, the 
world’s first television station devoted to the 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgendered 
audience is now on the air. Yet it did not 
happen without controversy. 

Originally set to begin broadcasting 
over digital cable on the 17th of September, 
Shaw Cable, which enjoys a virtual 
monopoly as a service provider in Western 
Canada, made some potentially damaging 
decisions in the process of bringing 
PrideVision to western viewers. According 
to the CRTC (Canadian Radio — and 
Television Commission), all the new digital 
channels were to be initially available 
without charge for an introductory four 
months. However, Shaw Cable and Star 
Choice satellite blocked PrideVision TV 
with a caveat that the viewer must 
specifically request access to the channel 
and pay one cent plus a fee and taxes. The 
result of this was much confusion for 
PrideVision’s potential viewers because the 
fee was not disclosed. According to Kevin 
MacDonald, Director of Marketing at Shaw 
Cable, this. step was taken because of a 
notice from the programming staff at 
PrideVision TV that “there is a possibility of 
mature content being broadcast during 
primetime hours.” At the time of this 
writing, steps were being taken by both 
Shaw Communications and PrideVision TV 
to rectify this situation. However, the 
outcome is uncertain at the time of 
publication. It is important to note that Bell 
ExpressVu and Rogers Cable are providing 
completely unfettered access to Pride Vision 
TV, and Bell ExpressVu is available all 
across Canada. 

These problems notwithstanding, 
what, you may ask, is actually being 
broadcast that has apparently set off alarms? 
What makes a television channel appeal to a 
GLBT audience? 

To begin with, PrideVision TV was 
given its license by the CRTC in December 
2000. The CRTC is quoted as saying in its 
decision that PrideVision TV “...will bring 
added diversity to the Canadian 
broadcasting system by providing a unique 
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eve 
catered: 


| potential to create

# Canadian society.” Its 
news, entertainment, 
and information 
programming will be 
| regional, national and

specifically on the gay

| As well, PrideVision 
J will also broadcast a 
specific percentage of Canadian content and 
has made a 


commitment to 
donate a minimum $250,000 

per year to AIDS research. Couch surfers, do 
not despair: that is just the fine print, what’s 
on the tube is definitely worth watching. 

PrideVision TV will be broadcasting a 
great range of programming, from cooking 
shows and comedy to talking head shows 
and, dare I say it, erotica. 

Some of the programming highlights 
include Dyke TV, Undressed, So Graham 
Norton, Metrosexuality and Shout! Did I 
mention the erotica? I'll get to that. 

First there’s Dyke TV. A lesbian 
collective in Manhattan who, since 1993, 
has been creating television to “...incite, 
subvert, provoke, and organize” produces 
this half-hour show. It is a program 
providing a mix of news, political 
commentary, arts reporting, health and 
sports by lesbians, for lesbians. Dyke TV is 
almost entirely made up of volunteer staff 
and has a very Spartan, bargain basement 
production value to its programs because its 
funds are raised entirely from individual 
donations, sponsorships and very limited 
institutional support. Their website: 
www.dyketv.org, proudly proclaims, “Dyke 
TV encourages every lesbian to pick up a 
video camera and aim.” 

Not one to be left out of part of a new 
wave in programming, MTV’s Godzilla- 
sized hit, Undressed, will be making its 
Canadian broadcast debut on PrideVision. 
Aimed directly at the criminally under- 


demographic, Undressed is basically a soap- 
opera in which everyone talks about sex, 
when to have it, with whom and how many 
times. Revolutionary plot writing. The show 
is actually better than it reads. There is no 
nudity or on-screen sex. Still, Time 
magazine called Undressed “Lust, American 
Style,’ for its open and uncensored 
approach to sexual situations. Undressed at 
first glance seems to be just another one of 
those comedy-slash-dramas that clutters the 
TV guides. But, it is also one of the few that 
is worth watching. For one thing, the writing 
style is honest. Undressed never claims to be 
I, Claudius nor should it be. It is a show 
about relationships, sex and sexuality 
when you’re young, naive and 
horny.

So Graham Norton is the most 
popular talk show in Britain hosted by 
Graham Norton, an insane, wildly funny 
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come who has conquered the airwaves 
with his strange mix of sly wit and smutty. 
humour. Winner for the second year in a row 
of the BAFTA for Best Entertainment 
Performance, recent recipient of the 
personality of the year at the Television and 
Radio Industries Club Awards and this 
year’s “Rear of the Year’ award in the 
cheeky—sorry—18th annual competition 
sponsored by Bottoms-Up wine and spirits 
chain, Graham Norton is the only talking 
head on TV that will make you laugh out 
loud and mean it. 

The problem with the majority of talk 
shows in North America has been glaringly 
obvious: the host. That alone makes So 
Graham Norton worth — watching. 
Remember when Jay Leno, David 
Letterman or Conan O’Brian were funny? 
Neither do I. Graham Norton goes out of his 
way to involve the audience with “So 
Romantic” or “So Embarrassing” moments. 
His guests often include gay icons such as 
Dolly Parton or Grace Jones. “I know this 
will make for dull viewing,’ Graham 
gushed to the inimitable Ms. Jones, “but I 
am just going to sit here staring at you for 
the next seven minutes and say that you are 
just fantastic.” 

So Graham Norton is so popular, that 
the great mothership of television—the 
BBC—offered to take Norton off Channel 
4’s hands for £5 million, making him the 
corporation’s highest paid entertainer. He 
turned them down. 

Speaking of Channel 4 (home of such 
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brilliant shows such as Queer As Folk and 
producer of Beautiful Thing) another 
groundbreaking show, Metrosexuality, will 
be coming to the Great White North. First 
broadcast in Britain to a wave of 
controversy over its subject matter, 
Metrosexuality is a six-episode series 
guaranteed to get a rise from the audience. 
This is not the erotica mentioned earlier (just 
hang on, I'll get to it). 

Creator and writer, Rikki Beadle-Blair 
has written a series about a straight, 
seventeen-year-old mulatto boy named 
Kwame, his friends and family. The cast 
represents virtually every possible sexual 
orientation, racial, social and physical 
“type” one can expect to find in London if 
they care to look. Beadle-Blair, who also 
portrays Kwame’s father in the series, is best 
known as the screenwriter for the award 
winning BBC movie Stonewall. It is a show 
that Beadle-Blair wanted to: “portray life at 
its best in big bold technicolour, not the 
grimy exterior that is so often associated 
with lives in Britain.”

families. From the 
soundtrack, a best-seller in Britain, to the 
vibrant, hyper-kinetic style of the 
cinematography, Metrosexuality is not a 
show for the faint of heart. A critic at the 
Philadelphia Gay and Lesbian Film Festival 
is quoted as saying “Those with a taste for 
the outrageous will enjoy it in the certain 
knowledge that theyll never see anything 
like Metrosexuality on network television 
here.” It is definitely a perfect program to air 
on PrideVision TV. 

Not that all things great and wonderful 
are all imports. Pride Vision TV will also be 
producing Shout!, a fast-paced, weekly 
current affairs program covering topics that 
concer, interest or titillate the gay, lesbian, 


bisexual and transgendered community. 


This is the first national current-events 
program of its kind dedicated to a 
these i issues to fae TV forum. 
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Three co-hosts/producers, Michael 
Serapio, Rachel Giese and Guy Gagnier talk 
to those who make the news and speak out 
for rights and equality in the community. 
Some of the stories Shout! will be tackling 
in their first season are: Crimes of Hate, 
Conspiracy of Silence, an examination of 
the ramifications of the Amnesty 
International report documenting the 
treatment and torture of thousands of people 
around the world because of their sexuality, 
and Gay Parenting, a story about Nova 
Scotia’s recent decision to recognize gay 
and lesbian parents and its implications for 
the GLBT community as well as for the 
rest of the country. 

Social issues and feature 
stories include a wide variety of 
personal and political topics: 

A Very Gay 
Christmas—surviving your 
family at Christmas or 
when your family shuts 
you out; Gay 
Marriage—an issue that

Canadian Supreme Court 
of Canada in November; 
feand The Wild, Wild 

West—Alberta’s Gay Rodeo, 
along with an exploration of gay 
rights in Canada’s conservative 
country including an interview with 
Joe Clark. 

The hosts/producers of Shout! 
exemplify shining, home-grown talents that 
have resisted the pull to the American 
market. Pride Vision TV will need to create a 
big buzz in order to survive as a television 
station and its on-air talent will be under 
considerable pressure. Fortunately, their 
experience and hard work shows that they 
know how to produce and guide a unique 
show such as Shout! 

Executive Producer, Michael Serapio 
was with CTV, where he spent seven years 
as an executive producer for Canada AM 
and a supervising producer of Sunday 
Edition. He has been twice nominated for a 
Gemini for production work that includes 
Pierre Trudeau: The Journey Home, two 


election specials and CTV’s millennium — 
coverage. Co-host and segment producer, — 


Rachel Giese, has worked as a story 


producer on Newsworld’s CounterSpin, and — 


has appeared on 
such shows as

producer and third co-host, Guy Gagnier, 
was field producer for five years with Volt, 
TVOntario’s French language series for 
young Franco-Ontarians. He was also co- 
founder of Ottawa’s first French-language, 
GLBT radio program at the University of 
Ottawa, and the Program Coordinator at 
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a 


Vancouver’s International Centre for 
Criminal Law Reform for the International 
Criminal Court project. 

It goes without saying that trying to 
encapsulate the philosophy behind a station 
such as PrideVision TV is difficult without 
any precedents. Pause just a moment to 
consider the kinds of shows, series, 
programs, specials and movies you would 
put on the air. PrideVision TV is not a 
single-issue television station. Their line-up 
also includes shows like the British sci-fi 
comedy series Red Dwarf, cooking and 
exercise programming such as Two Fat 
Ladies and Stretch Alive with Yoga. 
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Information television programs will feature 
topics ranging from car care to wine to 
computers to finance. You will see movies 
old and new that feature closeted 
Hollywood celebrities and icons, as well as 
biographies of gay, lesbian and 
transgendered heroes and villains. Of 
course, you can’t have a gay-themed 
channel without musicals, which are on 
Wednesday nights...and then of course 
there’s the erotica on Fridays and Saturday 
nights. 

Following in the footsteps of 
Showcase’s Red Shoe Diaries and The 
Hunger, PrideVision TV will feature soft- 
core, hopefully tasteful, (well not too 
tasteful), erotica at the end of the week in the 
late hours—basically it is the same stuff you 
would see on Showcase, with fewer 
heterosexuals flaunting their lifestyle. 
Weekend nights are shared with lesbian 
erotic prepramuuns on Frisky Fridays and 
gay erotica on Steamy 
Saturdays. 

And to think this

October 31, the one night of the year 
when thousands of young prairie men give 
themselves permission to cross the line.

Every Hallowe’en, I watch the new 
batch of boy/girls take their first tentative 
baby steps out of the drag closet. For some, 
it will be One Night Only. For others, it’s 
just the beginning. My dragmother (Lulu 
LaRude) and I used to call Hallowe’en 
“Amateur Night.” We sucked on our beer 
(through a straw, so we didn’t mess up our 
lipstick), and marveled at the enthusiasm of 
the newborns. You could tell which ones 
were going to get hooked: they looked just 
a little too comfortable in their new guise. 

Back in the early °80s, it was the 
Calgary Queens who rocked the Flashback 
Hallowe’en shows. Reena Del Rocko 
performed a satanic dance with a black 
candle and a sacrificial dagger. Boom- 
Boom Breezy (a.k.a. Sabrina) hosted in 
punk drag lip-synched Hazel 
O’Connor’s Blackman from the Times 
Square soundtrack. Marilyn, complete with

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Hospice on the horizon

Calgary has one and so do Toronto, 
Vancouver and Montreal. 

Winnipeg so far has yet to create one, 
despite good intentions. 

The thing Manitoba lacks is a hospice, 
providing palliative care for people in the 
last stages of AIDS. With 850 officially 
registered cases of HIV or AIDS in 
Manitoba, many think the time is long past 
due for establishing such a place. 

Some of those living with HIV and 
AIDS are young, poor and often addicted 
to drugs or alcohol. Often surviving on 
welfare, they may live in substandard 
housing in crime-ridden areas where care 


workers are loath to tread. 

Some have no immediate family to 
help them and some die in these less than 
dignified conditions. Others end up dying 
in the terminal care units at Winnipeg’s St. 
Boniface Hospital or the Health Sciences 
Centre. Rather a cold, clinical exit for 
anyone. 

For those without proper homes or 
money, the House of Hesed has for the past 
two years been offering safe, palliative 
shelter. The downtown house runs on a 
shoestring with no government funding 
and provides six beds to the homeless or 
transient living with HIV or AIDS. It is not 
a hospice, but Winnipeg may finally be 
getting its act together and creating a 
dedicated AIDS hospice where people can 
spend their last days in dignity. 

Several years ago, Winnipegger Ed 
Mousseau died and left the bulk of his 
estate—around $150,000—for the creation 
of a hospice. Focus groups were held to get 
community input, but the project bogged 
down and little happened, despite good 
intentions. In 1997 the Manitoba AIDS 
Hospice Inc. was incorporated, but not 
much happened for the next four years. 
Officially, the project was sponsored by the 
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Don Delaney 
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For 9 years Don Delaney has been 
working hard for you in Ward 8— 
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Manitoba AIDS Shelter Coalition, Kali 
Shiva AIDS Services Inc. and the Manitoba 
Aboriginal AIDS Task Force. 

Sloppy administration even led to the 
hospice group losing their tax status 
number, but that has since been sorted out 
and donors can now get a legal tax receipt. 

The Manitoba AIDS Hospice Inc. is 
now getting its act together and this fall it’s 
launching a serious fund raising campaign. 
It already has over $100,000 in the bank 
and estimates start-up costs for a six-room 
hospice at $201,500. Patrons include 
Winnipeg Mayor Glen Murray, CBC TV 
broadcaster Diana Swain, Senators Mira 
Spivak and Sharon Carstairs and Evelyn 
Hart of the Royal Winnipeg Ballet. 

Hospice spokesman Jim Stuart says he 
hopes a properly equipped and _ staffed 
hospice will be open no later than the fall 
of 2002. A detailed business plan calls for 
purchase of a centrally located building 
close to hospitals. It will offer six rooms 
and handle about fifteen terminal patients a 
year. 

The intention is also to offer respite 
care so that normal caregivers such as 
relatives can have a break. The hospice will 
be expandable and retrofittable, depending 
on demand and the future direction of the 
epidemic. Currently, HIV infections are on 
the rise in Manitoba, especially among 
aboriginals and intravenous drug users. 

Stuart estimates annual operating costs 
at $466,600, or an average daily cost of 
$213 per bed. That’s about 30 percent of 
the cost of keeping a terminal patient in a 
hospital bed. It also offers a much more 
dignified way to exit the world. The 
Winnipeg Regional Health Authority has 
already decided it needs 14 more palliative 
care beds in the city and Stuart is hopeful 
the hospice can piggyback on those plans. 

The intention is to have it 
professionally staffed 24-hours-a-day. 
Besides offering palliative care in a homey 
environment, the hospice—to be called 
Ed’s Place after initial benefactor Ed 
Mousseau—will provide broad counselling 
services for patients, families and 
caregivers. Organizers of the hospice 
project says “family” is anyone the client 
says it is, be it lover or friend. 

It’s estimated the average stay of a 
client will be six months. Rooms will also 
be available for accommodating HIV 
clients living in remote parts of the 
province when they have to visit Winnipeg 
for medical services. Stuart says his 
group’s own research shows most clients 
prefer to spend their last days in a homelike 
setting, not a hospital. 

HIV nurse Jocelyn Preston, who works 
at St. Boniface Hospital, says she believes 
the city does now need a proper AIDS 
hospice and that starting with half-a-dozen 


clients sounds about right. Preston has 
watched many people die of AIDS 
complications in her own palliative care 
ward. She agrees that it should be created 
with flexibility for expansion, given that 
the epidemic is increasing and demand for 
beds may rise in the future. 

Health Science Centre HIV-nurse Ann 
Russell also thinks the time is right to get a 
dedicated AIDS hospice up and running. In 
past discussions, there was no consensus 
on what size it should be or how badly it 
was needed, but Russell says there is now a 
clear demand for one and six rooms is a 
good size to begin with. Last year, 57 new 
cases of HIV were diagnosed in Manitoba 
and an increase is expected this year. 

Drug cocktails are certainly 
prolonging life, but the disease remains 
incurable and terminal. Some people also 
believe the official number of 


cases—around 850—may be only half the 
actual number, since many people go 
untested and untreated due to fear or 
ignorance. 

Hopefully, by this time next year, Ed 
Mousseau’s dream will be a reality and 
Ed’s Place will be receiving its first clients.

Less than an hour after the second 
plane hit the World Trade Centre, we found 
ourselves, almost by accident, in Oka, 
Quebec, a lovely little town where monks 
have been making fabulous cheese for 
about as long as white culture has been 
trying to shortchange people of the First 
Nations. 

We were returning from a tranquil 
holiday (a week on Prince Edward Island, 
followed by a five-day tour of the Gaspé 
region, which, incidentally, left us 
breathless). 

By the time we hit Oka, that holiday 
seemed pretty distant. We had awakened 
that morning to the horrific news out of 
New York and had instinctively set our 
sights on home in an almost desperate 
attempt to find some sort of reality in a 
world that seemed suddenly insane. 

Oka was on the way, and simply 
because we’ve never been through Oka 
without stopping at the monastery’s cheese 
store, we pulled off the highway and into 
the parking lot, almost by habit. 

Purchases made, we found ourselves 
wandering the public gardens of the 
monastery, the imposed and considered 
tranquility we found there so at odds with 
the madness that had been pouring from 
our car radio all morning. 

And when we found the church, it 
seemed natural, almost compellingly so, to 
seek solace there. 

It is a beautiful shrine, almost Spartan 
by Catholic standards, its very lack of 
ornamentation highlighting the simple, 
soaring beauty of its design. 

We stood, lost in its utter grandeur for 
a few precious moments. While we stood 
there, an elderly lady slipped into one of 
the rows and began to pray—and I found 
myself envying her, missing the long ago 
days when I too could find comfort in a 
simple prayer and wondering where that 
childhood faith had gone. Wiping tears 
from our eyes, we headed for the car and 
the still far-off comfort of home and hearth. 

It was further off than we knew—the 
comfort, that is, not the hearth or home. 

Subsequent days spent glued to the 
television seemed to provide more

questions than answers. Slowly, however, 
an ugly portrait of religious zealotry began 
to emerge from the justifiably emotional 
rhetoric about “an attack on freedom” and 
“democracy under fire,” as if the terrorists 
responsible had thought for a single minute 
about interfering with the whole principal 
of one man, one vote. 

What kind of faith, I found myself 
wondering, could not only survive the acid 
wash of so much hatred, but actually thrive 
in it?

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be playing tennis and inline skating at age 
seventy-five. 

Lesbians and gay men will be 
pioneers again as we age. Many of us do 
not have children and so will not expect 
grandchildren. There will be plenty of free 
time for leisure, but the presence of a 
younger generation with a familial 
obligation to care for us will not exist for 
many. 

For aging singles and couples, finding 
appropriate housing in the later years will 
be a challenge. But there is reason for 
optimism. A company in Vancouver is 
working toward creating supportive 
housing for older lesbians and gay men. 

Quest Residences has been raising 
capital for its first major project, which 
will likely take place in—where 
else?—the San Francisco area. 

Don Luery, chairman of the company, 
said they have every intention of creating a 
similar project in Vancouver, but their 
building partners in the United States 
suggested they start in the Bay Area. Hard 
to argue with that logic. 

The idea is to create a “resort-like” 
atmosphere, said Luery. When plans are 
finalized, the residences will probably 
include extensive social areas, with theatre 
space or entertainment rooms, a restaurant 
and a lounge that will be open to the 
public. 

Unlike our parents’ supportive 
housing, Quest’s projects will not be 
shuffled away in the remote suburbs. 
Assuming that most of their potential 
residents are urban gays, the projects will 
be located in the cities. Each will contain a 
variety of housing options as well as 
degrees of service. A resident could live a 
completely independent life as they would 
in any other apartment but, as they age, 
could pay for additional services, 
including meals, cleaning, even nursing 
care. 

Luery said his company has done 
extensive market research. For example, 
they have linked up with Prime Timers, 
Vancouver’s club for older gay men. They 
found, for one thing, that Vancouverites 
who would be interested in the project 
aren’t much interested in buying; they’d 
rather rent. 

Luery said that about three-quarters of 
the participants in the market research

would prefer not to be encumbered with 
mortgages and condominium committees 
and everything that goes with ownership. 
Different cities have different demands. 

They are still waiting for market 
research in the United States to decide 
whether the California proposal should be 
owned or rented or some variation of the 
two. 

“It could be a rental or a type of life- 
lease,” Luery said. A life-lease involves an 
entrance fee, monthly charges for services 
and a proportion of equity reverting to the 
owner or the estate when the resident 
moves or dies. 

The idea is not completely unique. 
There are a couple of existing facilities 
along these lines in the United States and, 
of course, there are plenty of buildings in 
any major city that are de facto gay 
residences, but presenting varying degrees 
of supportive housing specifically to gay 
and lesbian consumers is a new concept to 
Canada. 


According to Quest’s marketing 
bumpf, there is an immediate market for as 
many as 2,175 units of gay retirement 
housing in Vancouver alone. And _ that 
number can only increase. 

Providing housing for this growing 
niche market seems like the next step on 
the road that began at Stonewall. Also, a 
wise business move probably. Michael 
Tolliver might wish he had gotten in on the 
ground floor.

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Now let me get this straight...

If I dressed up as a heterosexual for 
Hallowe’en, would anyone notice? 
Somehow, I think my straight look would be 
wasted. I'd probably just blend. 

Singer Rufus Wainwright observed in a 
recent Saturday Night interview that if you 
put a sports bar next to a gay bar these days, 
no one could tell the difference. It’s ironic 
that, as it becomes more and more 
acceptable to be gay, more and more of us 
are obsessed with looking straight. 

Don’t get me wrong. I have no problem 
with biceps, ball caps, and a fetching five 
o’clock shadow. But when did the Friends of 
Dorothy become Eddie Bauer’s Buddies? 
When did we give up ballet for bowling? 
What ever happened to those skinny guys 
who enjoyed sewing, Streisand, and show 
tunes? I suspect they all wound up as token 
queens on sitcoms and soaps. We may be 
more visible in the media these days, but the 
portrayal is hardly flattering. Even on gay- 
“friendly” shows like Queer as Folk, a self- 
effacing, effeminate character is always 
close by to provide the comic relief or cheap 
pathos. On GLAAD-award-winning Will & 
Grace, over-the-top Jack provides the 
laughs while low-key Will soothes the fears 
of the audience and advertiser by showing 
that not all gays are limp-wristed loud- 
mouths. 

Is it any wonder we’re drawn to the 
straight look? Clearly. the media plays up 
two classes of gay men. The first is the 
familiar flaming stereotype. The second is 
the postmodern queer; out of the closet but 
never in your face. Make no mistake: if the 
postmodern queer says he’s a homo, he 
means homogenized. And resistance is 
futile. 

Why worry about the gay soaps and 
sitcoms? Because they’ve become icons in 
our communities, And because life imitates 
art. If Hollywood tells us the contemporary 
homogenized homo is superior to the nasty, 
lisping queen, we believe it. We practice it. 
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Before too long it’s evident that diversity 
works better in theory than on the dance 
floor. 

If you have any doubt that we’re 
desperate to blend, just check out the 
personals, the phone lines, or the web sites. 
The words that appear over and over in these 
ads are “straight-looking, straight-acting 
male seeking similar.” A growing number of 
gay boys desire a partner who looks straight. 
Whether for short term, long term or just a 
one night stand, we want a hot time with 
someone who doesn’t look gay. A little man- 
to-man sex is okay, but please, don’t act gay 
while we’re doing it. We want to jump in 
bed with a guy who looks like he would 
never jump in bed with a guy. The strangest 
thing about these ads is that the writer 
invariably stresses the great importance of 
honesty in a potential partner. Now hang on 
a second, boys. Where’s the honesty in 
someone who’s “acting” like someone he’s 
not? 

The ads are never specific on just what 
constitutes the straight look. Who qualifies? 
British Columbia Premier Gordon Campbell 
is off the list after weeping and sniffling at 
his swearing-in ceremony. A little too 
emotional, Mr. Premier. Former U.S. Vice- 
President Al Gore will never make the cut— 
not even the new beard helps. Straight boy 
actors like Leonardo DiCaprio or Chris 
O'Donnell wouldn’t look out of place in any 
gay bar. Happy hetro Martin Short looks 
about as gay as gay can be. So, apparently, 
does CTV journalist Mark Schneider, who 
reports he was fag bashed as he strolled on a 
Vancouver beach one night with a friend. 
Schneider is straight. 

Hey, who knows anymore? As gay 
culture goes increasingly 
growing numbers of heterosexual men are 
picking up more of our mannerisms and 
characteristics. Women love it. Straight boys 
discovered long ago that dressing better and 
cultivating sensitivity would get them laid 
more often. Where do you think they 
learned that? Today it’s not uncommon to 
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see straight males with carefully plucked 
eyebrows and a festive splash of nail polish. 
As gender lines blur, it’s no wonder 
masculinity is back in vogue. We set 
ourselves up for a fall, however, when we 
fail to challenge the notion that being 
straight and being masculine are the same 
thing. Heterosexual men have no exclusive 
claim to masculinity. When gay men state a 
preference for “‘straight-looking” partners, it 
follows that those who are “gay-looking” or 
“gay-acting” are second class. Unworthy. 
Inferior. Isn’t this the same reasoning used 
by fundamentalists and fag bashers? 

At worst, this rejection of who we are 
may indicate some very serious problems; at 
best it may be just a case of cultural growing 
pains. Prior to the Civil Rights movement, 
many African Americans altered 
speech patterns, mannerisms and even their

appearances, in an attempt to be white- 
looking and white-acting. In the early days 
of the feminist movement, women often 
rejected their softer side and clobbered men 
who dared open a door for them. 

Ours is a culture of contradictions. We 
reject the notion of same-sex marriage as a 
relic We resist any 
attempt to make our relationships conform 
to straight standards. 
time find a partner, our top priority is getting 
someone who looks and acts straight. Go 
figure. Its so easy to point the finger at 
churches, politicians and lawmakers. Its 
more difficult, by far, to look at what we do 
to ourselves.

There is little doubt that the emergence 
of queer theatre on this continent must be 
sought in the many Fringe Festivals that 
have sprouted all over North America in 
mid-to-large-sized urban centres since the 
early eighties. There are at least three 
reasons for this. Lacking sponsors, the 
early plays of the Brad Frasers, Sky 
Gilberts and Audrey Butlers could only be 
produced on small budgets with no-fee 
actors. Fringe organizers were sympathetic 
to including alternative material, and the 
Fringe audiences were sufficiently open- 
minded to give this kind of material a 
decent chance. Fringe Festivals have come 
a long way, and especially the Edmonton 
Fringe, which has grown into an

institution—school venture and all—which 
seems to take good care of its own. Now in 
its twentieth year, there is a sense that a lot 
of the performing participants are part of an 
“in” crowd that is guaranteed a spot in the 
programme. Now, queer theatre has come a 
long way too! Though suggesting that it 
has become part of a mainstream artistic 
discourse—as was recently implied in an 
academic article—is a bit of a stretch. Seen 
any lesbians recently on the Citadel stage? 

With this in mind, and a good dose of 
artistic open-mindedness, I went in search 
of lesbigay traces at the August 2001 
Edmonton Fringe Festival. The news is not 
good. There are strong indications that the 
days of the Fringe as a stimulator of queer 
theatre are over. I wouldn’t dare to 
speculate on the reasons for this. Perhaps 
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queer theatre has found its home in the 
emergence of lesbigay theatre festivals, 
like Edmonton’s Loud ‘n’ Queer, though 
one would surely hope that these specialty 
festivals—although hugely important—are 
not the final destination of a queer 
aesthetic. 

There was great theatre this year at the 
Fringe; I saw thirty odd shows—queer and 
not-so-queer. There were also lots of bad 
shows; things that are not worth the ten or 
thirteen dollars or even the fifty minutes 
out of anyone’s schedule. There are also 
shows that have potential but need to be 
sent back to the drawing board for more 
thought or finishing work. While gay actor 
Chris Craddock’s Moving Along has an 
original framework, I experience more 
dramatic tension during the biannual visit 
to my eye doctor. 

Similarly, the most obviously queer 
show, Place Commercial, which was 
performed at a queer place—the dance 
floor of gay bar The Roost—was a sucker. 
Like many other shows at the Fringe, its 
main referent is television: from glitzy 
entertainment shows, over music videos all 
the way to the weather channel on Global 
TV, believe it or not. When inspiration is 
limited to the impersonation of a weather 


woman, whether or not she’s in the 
audience, we’ve hit an all-time low in the 
rich tradition of drag shows. Moreover, the 
politics of the show are nothing less than 
insulting: showing off beautiful teeth and 
tits is all there is to it. 

Drag shows, in order to achieve 
political legitimacy and rise over their 
potential misogynist format, must 
constitute a subversive discourse, which 
was nowhere to be seen in this one. Drag 
veteran Darrin Hagen obviously has a 
better appreciation for the politics of drag. 
The Edmonton Queen: Not a Riverboat 
Story was not only superbly performed, it 
was also funny and moving at the same 
time. In a somewhat nostalgic but 
nevertheless captivating reconstruction of 
the ascent of Drag Queen Gloria (w/H)ole 
on the Edmonton stage, we were treated to 
a back-stage look at the psychology of 
drag, including all its glitter, pain and 
suffering. His opening statement that a 
drag queen is born “through osmosis or 
immaculate conception” remains a joke 
and never really moves on to the political 
complexities that this insight might conjure 
up. This is not a radical show—it remains 
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suspiciously geared towards a straight 
audience, which may well be the doing of 
director Ron Jenkins. However, its 
language is powerful and convincing and it 
shows that the genre of Drag has not worn 
out. The people who brought us the musical 
Nunsense (Holier Than Thou Productions) 
could learn from the experience. The only 
way that play can survive is precisely in 
drag! 

This year’s queer discourse was most 
prominent in a couple of lesbian shows. 
Ironically, it is in the final part of Debbie 
Patterson’s Wide Open Beaver that I saw 
the most fascinating drag performance—or 
call that reverse-drag, since she is a woman 
performer, pretending to be a man, 
pretending to be a woman. In this 
sequence, she shifts from her Patterson 
identity to a gay guy on his way to a drag 
performance at the gay wedding of his 
friends Alfred and Jonathan: “Weddings 
are a fag’s wet dream.” The subsequent 
drag number itself is wonderfully 
performed to the music of Leonard Cohen’s 
I’m Your Man and the final shift into a 
redneck hick brings about one of the best 
gender deconstructions I’ve seen on the 
stage. Just about every single member of 
the very mixed audience that evening must 
have had a distinct emotional response to 
the gradual changes of the dramatic 
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persona in their reaction to the layers of 
identity that were peeled away and 
reconstructed. 

Asian-Californian performer Canyon 
Sam’s solo play admonishes its audience 
for sexual responsibility. The title Capacity 
to Enter refers to the Buddhist precept of 
developing a capacity to enter into the here 
and now, or “the freshness of the moment.” 
Sam is not a very strong performer, though 
there is a real sense of integrity here, and 
the identity of bisexuality—which in queer 
circles guarantees the airing of disparate 
points of view—comes across in her 
presentation as making a lot of sense. Good 
Girls Gone Bad has more edge to it. Karla 
and Grif, written by Vivienne Laxdal the 
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third of three female duologues, presents 
an ugly scene of lesbian coming out, 
homophobia and vengeful but passionate 
jealousy. 

Kattina Michele and Clarice Eckford 
are great performers, and the final scene in 
which one of the women cuts off the other 
woman’s ring finger is riveting in its 
challenging execution and its 
symbolic/metonymic potential. Interesting 
that the Edmonton Journal reviewer 
described the scene as “girls experimenting 
with each other” and spurned it with a short 
“Yawn.” Reports of fingers being cut off 
must be a regular occurrence in the 
Journal’s news faxes. At any rate, the 
comment says quite a bit about the 
readiness of the mainstream press to take 
queer content seriously. 

Queer on the stage is not without its 
hazards. Roommates 2.0, skilfully directed 
by Caroline Livingstone, is a sitcom that 
never should have made it to the stage in 
the first place. But then, who am I? The 
production was almost consistently sold 
out, and received lots of stars in the local 
press. Two guys and two women delight 
the audience with such profound lines as: 
“Do you think I’m a_ dope-smoking 
homosexual because I’m living on Whyte 
Avenue?” The show is rife with ribald 
homophobic jokes and_ thrives’ on 
unaddressed homophobia in its audience. 
The much laughed about male/male kiss 
cannot even be shown on the stage, but is 


inferred on a screen, turned away from the 
audience. 
between Hilary Clinton look—alike Cathy 
Derkach and April Banigan finally takes 
place centre stage after much pawing and 
prancing, the audience roars. Not funny! 
It’s not that gay or lesbian characters must 
remain above and beyond the fangs of 
humour. 

Richard Lett’s The Clutch is a good 
example of a story in which a gay son 
functions as a humorous motif 
harrowing travel story. On the contrary, it is 
encouraging to lesbigay content 
“normalized” without being absorbed, and 
with the political implications carefully 
thought through. This sort of 
integration/normalization was also the case 
in one of my favourite shows, though with 
a bizarre twist. Ryan Ward and Carson 
Nattrass’ Wiirn, is a musical fairy tale, 
exquisitely performed by its two writers 
and Tracy Penner. The three actors 
impersonate a smorgasbord of fantastical 
characters in the land of Wiirn, where 
“fondness only leads to disappointments.” 
Tyrant Lokk hides in his Lokkwood and 
keeps love at bay from eccentric villagers 
like Fitch and Unina who decide to go on a 
quest to have love unlocked and _ their 
desire for each other normalized.

Wiirn is undoubtedly 
the queerest of shows. With a bigger design 
budget and some rewriting, | hope more 
people get to see it!

In Daughters of Darkness, a 
newlywed couple get far more than they 
bargained for when they end up in an 
empty hotel in the Belgian countryside. 
Stefan and Valerie, played by European 
actors John Karlen and Delphine Seyrig, 
are travelling by train en route from 
Switzerland to England to visit Stefan’s 
mother. The film opens with the couple in 
the throes of marital bliss when a derail- 
ment further down the line sends the train 
to a halt, forcing the couple to seek lodg- 
ing at a nearby hotel. 

The young couple have gotten 
married on a whim, and Valerie is con- 
cerned about whether her wealthy mother- 
in-law will approve of Stefan’s hasty mar- 
riage to a girl of lower social status. As 


viewers will see later in the film, “mother” 
is most displeased, but for very different 
reasons. 

Shortly after the couple’s arrival 
at the grand hotel, a beautiful and myste- 
rious stranger arrives in an automobile 
and sweeps into the foyer draped in furs, 
followed by a young woman in black. The 
concierge, Pierre (Paul Esser) is taken 
aback as he immediately recognizes this 
alluring woman as the Hungarian countess 
Elisabeth Bathory (Danielle Ouimet) 
whom he had served at the same hotel 
over 40 years ago as a young man. His 
uneasiness turns to fear as he realizes that 
the countess has not aged, though decades 
have passed. The countess casually denies 
ever having set foot in the hotel and sug- 
gests that the Pierre must have mistaken 
her for her mother. 

The countess requests the Royal 
Suite, but Pierre informs her that the room 
has already been booked by the honey- 
mooners who are eating in the dining 
room. The countess casts her eye toward 
the young couple and becomes fixated on 
them, particularly on Valerie. The couple 
in turn spot the intriguing woman and 
decide to remain at the hotel in an effort to 
find out who she is. Viewers soon discov- 
er that the countess has a penchant for 
beautiful young women, as she raves to 
her jealous associate, Ilona (Andrea Rau), 
about the smoothness of Valerie’s skin and 
the softness of her hair. 

Valerie soon regrets that she mar- 
ried the man of her dreams as she learns of 
her husband’s darker side. While on a boat 
trip to a nearby village, the couple witness 
the dead body of a young woman being 
carried on a stretcher out of a building. A 
retired police officer informs them that the 
young woman is the latest of several girls 
who have been mysteriously murdered— 
each one left with wounds on their necks 
and without a trace of blood in their bod- 
ies. Valerie notices Stefan’s fixation on the 
dead girl’s body and later gets a terrifying 
taste of his sadomasochistic tendencies in 
a bedroom scene that some viewers may 
find disturbing. 
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Not surprisingly, Stefan soon 
finds himself enchanted with the countess 
when he discovers that the alluring 
stranger is descended from an evil 
Hungarian noblewoman who lived over 
400 years ago. The countess is proud to 
tell the young couple that her ancestor, of 
the same name, delighted in torturing 300 
young maidens, drinking and bathing in 
their virgin blood to maintain eternal 
youth. Stefan revels in the descriptive 
details of torture while his wife listens in 
horror. Later, Stefan begins to question his 
admiration for the countess who turns his 
new bride against him, casting a seductive 
spell over Valerie and leaving the young 
man to wonder if this hypnotic woman is 
even human. 

Daughters of Darkness is more 
camp than horror, and some scenes may 
have viewers howling—and I don’t mean 
like werewolves. There is plenty of blood 


to satisfy the palate of those who crave 
Hallowe’en fun, but the plot is weak and 
the film plays more like a low-budget blue 
movie than a real Hallowe’en thriller. The 
countess glides around the hotel with mar- 
celled hair and sultry gowns, looking 
more Hollywood-Silver-Screen-vampish 
than vampire, whilst her pouty associate, 
Ilona, flits about contributing very little to 
the story. Amidst the cheesy music, 
explicit nudity and melodramatic scenes, 
the retired police inspector snoops around, 
suspecting that the countess is responsible 
for the village murders, but adding little to 
the plot. 

If you are looking for something 
light and laughable, then take a chance on 
Daughters of Darkness, but don’t expect 
too much.

How much information do you have a right 
to? How much information do you want? 
This question is being debated across the 
county and the world in terms of gay men 
and HIV. 

Some say that protecting yourself by 
wearing a condom every time you engage in 
risky sexual behaviors is the only way. 
Others argue that we need to look at all the 
factors in gay men’s lives that make them 
choose higher-risk-sex. While this debate 
goes on, more gay and bisexual men are 
being infected with HIV. 

The traditional message of “always 
wear a condom” seems not to be working. 
On March 24, the Los Angeles Times reported 
that a recent study of almost 2,000 HIV- 
negative or untested San Francisco residents 
(including gay and bisexual men, drug users 
and heterosexuals) found that nearly one- 
third had “relaxed their concerns about 
contracting the AIDS virus, under the 
impression that drug cocktails could save 
their lives.” 

Whatever the reasons, HIV infection is 
going up amongst gay and bisexual men. 


LUBE FACTS 


Thanks for your response to last month's 
Voice Out poll on using lube! Lube is an 
effective way of preventing the spread of HIV 
during anal sex by decreasing rips and tears 
in the anus. Here are some lube facts: 


- Using lube is safer than dry pene- 
tration as it prevent rips and tears, and it 
increases sensitivity. Using water-based lube 
with a condom reduces the risk of HIV infec- 
tion during anal sex. 

- Use only water-based Lube, such 
as those in Men's Project Condom Packs, 
with latex condoms. 

- Oil-based LUBE like Vaseline, 
moisturizer, butter or mineral and vegetable 
oils damage latex. Your condom is more 
likely to break! 

: Pre-cum is not a safe lube as it 
could be very high in HIV. 
- Saliva does not carry large quanti- 
ties of the virus, but it would evaporate 
quickly increasing the risk for tears. 


Knowing how to use lube properly can make 
sex safer and more fun.

Condom fatigue 


Many people blame what they call 
“condom fatigue” which is really just a way 
of saying that gay men are tired of hearing 
about AIDS. Recently, AIDS Committee 
Toronto responded to this increase with a new 
campaign promoting condom use. 
Discussion of this campaign at the Gay and 
Lesbian Health Gathering in Saskatoon this 
summer was stimulating. Some criticized the 
campaign for over-simplifying the issues. 
Some argue that there are very good reasons 
why gay men choose to have unprotected 
anal sex, and one of them is intimacy. Could 
addressing this lack of intimacy in gay men’s 
lives lead to an increase 
practices? 

The American Journal of Public Health, 
(July 2000, Vol. 90, No. 7) published an 
article identifying seven common activity 
elements in successful HIV prevention 
programs. These seven were: (1) risk 
education (2) group activities to help clients 
identify causes or “triggers” of their high-risk 
sexual behaviour (3) condom use practice (4) 
role-playing of situations requiring sexual 
communication, negotiation, or assertiveness 
skills (5) problem-solving how to handle 
high-risk situations (6) discussion of risk 
issues in one’s personal relationships (7) 
behaviour change maintenance strategies. 

There are factors that influence men’s 
decision making and therefore affect their 
risk for HIV infection. The document 
Valuing Gay Men’s Lives, prepared by a 
national reference group of gay and bisexual 
men for Health Canada, recognizes a number 
of “determinates of health.” It argues that 
issues such as coming out, education, 
poverty, social support networks and other 
factors affect how gay and bisexual men 
make choices and affect their risk of 
becoming infected with HIV. 

In San Francisco, they are addressing 
this issue: on July 13th the San Francisco 
Chronicle quoted San Francisco Public 
Health Director Mitchell Katz as saying, 
“Right now, what we find among surveys is 
people uniformly know how HIV is spread, 
and they know how to prevent it. So then you 
have to go to the next level and talk about 
what are the other factors that bring people to 
having unsafe sex, whether its self-esteem 
being low or substance abuse.” Here in 
Calgary, we believe that getting gay and 
bisexual men to talk about sex and health is 
important, which is why we started the Voice 
Out question of the month. 

However, others do not agree. Recently 
in his column Savage Love, Dan Savage 
responded to a letter that insisted that the 
choices gay men make are very complicated. 
He said, “fxk your complex underlying 
factors.” On the topic of condom fatigue he 
added, “that pathetic excuse is really getting 


in safer sex 


on my nerves. Yes, gay men are going to 
have to worry about HIV for the rest of their 
lives. Yes, gay men are going to have to 
continue using condoms with their casual sex 
partners forever and ever. Boo hoo hoo.” It’s 
clear his position is that we all just have to 
wake up and see the writing on the wall. Use 
condoms or expect to get infected. 

Many people feel he has a point. Some 
think that Gay and Bisexual men need to take 
responsibility for themselves and use the 
condoms they know will save their lives. If 
they don’t, they have no one to blame but 
themselves. 

Glen Hillson, chair of British Columbia 
Persons With AIDS Society, thinks it’s a little 
more complicated than that. In a response 
written to Dan Savage he added, “as human 
beings, we often act in ways that contradict 
our values—sometimes with tragic 
consequences.” Is there something we can do 
to help lessen the impact of these decisions? 

We all know how HIV is spread. We all 
know that condoms greatly reduce the risks. 
We also know that many gay and bisexual 
men aren’t using them. So what do we do? 
Do we tell people to use a condom every time 
or suffer the consequences? Do we look at

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Since 1975, the Calgary Birth Control 
Association has provided comprehensive 
human sexuality education to public high 


school students in Calgary and 
surrounding areas. CBCA believes that 
sexuality is a natural, positive and healthy 
part of life to be valued and respected. 
CBCA Educators spend up to six classes 
with high-school students and provide 
education on topics 
reproductive anatomy and physiology; 
birth control; abstinence and safer sex; 
relationships and decision-making; and 
values exploration. For the last five years, 
CBCA has also provided anti-homophobia 
education. 

During the mid-’90’s, awareness 
began to grow regarding issues facing gay, 
lesbian and bisexual youth. Research 
showed alarming statistics of harassment 
and violence towards GLB youth; it 
indicated that GLB youth were at risk of 
becoming runaways, homeless and street 
youth. More disturbingly, research found 
high rates of suicide attempts and self- 
harming behaviors among GLB youth. It 
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Anti-Homophobia Education For High School Students 


was estimated that the attempted suicide 
rates among GLB youth were 31.2 percent 
higher than those of heterosexual youth in 
North America. During this time, the 
Calgary public school system began to 
recognize that GLB students were at 
higher risk for depression, suicide, 
academic problems and subsequent school 
dropout, alienation from friends and 
family, as well as substance abuse. As this 
awareness grew and policies designed to 
address homophobia were established, 
teachers began requesting GLB 
programming by CBCA. 

In 1996, CBCA piloted Calgary’s first 
ever anti-homophobia program for high 
school students. Using a framework of 
addressing systemic discrimination, the 
program was developed to achieve the 
following three goals: to validate the 
experience of GLB youth and work to end 
isolation; to challenge heterosexual 
privilege; and to encourage heterosexual 
youth to acknowledge and work towards 
eliminating homophobia. 

The anti-homophobia program is now 
entering its sixth year in the school 
system, having reached well over 4,300 
students. The program, facilitated by 
CBCA educators, creates a _ safe 
environment, wherein myths and 


stereotypes about GLB persons can be 
dispelled and homophobic beliefs and 
behaviors challenged. An out GLB youth 


17 years of community involvement 
has led to: 


e Lower property taxes 
e A recycling program 
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e Improved zoning 
e A new park 
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volunteer also participates in the 
classroom discussion and shares relevant 
experiences with the students. Students 
are then given the opportunity to ask the 
youth volunteer questions regarding their 
experience. The educator wraps up the 
session by leaving GLB resource material 
for both students and teachers. 

Without question, youth volunteers 
are an integral part of the program and 
peer education has shown to be one of the 
most effective tools for learning. Student 
feedback clearly indicates the impact of 
the youth volunteers: “bringing the guest 
speaker was awesome, it let me have a 
totally different perspective on things. 
Being able to ask questions [of the youth 
volunteer] cleared up some 
misconceptions about gays and lesbians” 
and “I know how I can support those 
around me if I found out if they are gay or 
lesbian,” said another. Further, youth in 
the questioning or coming out process 
have stated “thank you for making my life 
easier! I too have to deal with situations 
and comments from people...” 

While outcomes of the  anti- 
homophobia program have shown an 
increased understanding of homophobia 
and has linked students and teachers to 
appropriate GLB community resources, 
CBCA continues its efforts of encouraging 
youth to work towards eliminating 
homophobia. 


The request for anti-homophobia 
education in the public school system 
continues to grow, as does the need to 
have out GLB youth volunteers who will 
share their experience with high school 
students. If you are an out GLB 
individual, between the ages eighteen and 
twenty-three and are interested in 
becoming involved with CBCA as an anti- 
homophobia volunteer, please call 283-

Ever look at a photograph of an 
unbelievably attractive person and get an 
instant impression of how they would 
sound? And then you actually hear their 
voice and discover—much to your 
understandable dismay—that you were 
horribly wrong (think of all those “straight- 
looking/straight-acting” men who open 
their mouths and speak like one of the girls 


promise. That was the good news and the 
bad news. After all, how could anyone sit 
and stare at that God-wrought mug, listen 
to such an enticingly sexy voice and not 
spontaneously combust with desire? 
Anyone with a pulse, that is. 

In the Backstreet/Britney/bubblegum 
world of modern pop, there are very few 
musical demands placed on those figures 
possessed of a good hairdresser and killer 
cheekbones. It is, therefore, doubly 
refreshing to experience a musical talent 
that is... well, a musical talent. And, above 
and beyond a good hairdresser and killer 
cheekbones (both quite necessary tools in 
the pop trade), Ben Hartt does indeed have 
musical talent. 

True, while listening to Hartt’s 
inaugural CD hyperblue, one will not 
collapse as the result of any stunning 
philosophical revelation. Nor should they. 
However, head nodding, shoulder popping 
and actual dancing are all quite likely 
reactions given the up-tempo nature of this 
young crooner’s debut efforts. The 
music—energetic electronica that has 


become the soundtrack for the current gay 
“scene’—is_ brisk, enjoyable, well- 
conceived pop. 

Hartt’s vocal style, a breathy and 
soulful coo reminiscent of early Erasure, is 
on an equal footing with his alluring 
persona—the boy next door out for a night 
of fun on the town. The marked human 
touch in the delivery of each song (not as 
easy a feat as one might think in this genre) 
keeps the material accessible and gives it 
an appealingly personal edge. He sings to 
each and every one of his listeners, it 
would seem, with the same attention and 
intensity as those to whom the songs are 
addressed or directed. In this regard, 
Hartt’s frequent use of gender-neutral 
pronouns is a clever approach to 
reaching—and touching—as wide an 
audience as possible. The cumulative 
effect is a full CD’s worth of serenades, and 
in a world of mass-market mish-mash, such 
an open approach is a welcome one. 

On some cuts, such as Standby 
(complete with modern “doo-wop” girls), 
Hartt seems to take on the persona of an 


innocent °50s heartthrob. On others (Take 
Me Back and You Let Me, in particular), he 
is the wounded voice of love unrequited 
and lover betrayed, pulling it off with the 
conviction of one who knows all too well 
what the whole thing is all about. 

While hyperblue sounds like it 
“belongs” in the darkness of a CD player, 
the same can be said of the album’s place in 
the darkness of a club. I had the fortunate 
opportunity to hear selections of Hartt’s 
CD played in one of Calgary’s most 
prominent nightspots, its tracks “beefed 
up” and supported by an underscoring of 
generic drum ‘n’ bass. The results were 
more than impressive. And, if the reaction 
of the crowd gathered for Hartt’s live 
performance at Edmonton’s The Curtain 
Rises fundraiser was any indication, the 
only place that this new talent can go at this 
point in his career, is up. Hurrah and 
huzzah for homegrown talent.

what’s important to read 
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Edinburgh: the past is present 


By Sean McLennan 


One thing that Canada unfortunately 
lacks is a sense of a really long history. It’s 
true that wandering around the older parts of 
Montreal and Toronto, you can see buildings 
that date back to Canada’s early days, but the 
feeling you get in a city that has been around 
for more than a millennium is wholly 
different. For this sort of experience you need 
to make a hop across the Atlantic. 

Edinburgh is such a city—the first 
historical reports of the area date back to the 
6th century when a Northumbrian king built a 
fortress there. From the 11th century on, 
Edinburgh housed Scottish royalty and it 
became Scotland’s capital at the end of he 
Middle Ages. Although such longevity is 
certainly not unique in Europe, Edinburgh is 
different. While the age of other cities is 
masked by modern growth, Edinburgh’s is 
inescapable. It literally looms over the 
city—Edinburgh Castle sits atop an extinct 
volcano which, along with the Princes Street 
Gardens, marks the division between “Old 
Town” and “New Town.” You'll be hard 
pressed to find somewhere downtown where 
this ancient fortress isn’t glaring down at you. 
Edinburgh is a modem thriving city to be sure,

but more than other places in the world, the 
old and new are juxtaposed on each to create 
an atmosphere entirely different from 
anywhere else.

For Canadians of any background, it’s 
almost a pilgrimage back to the “motherland” 
to visit Scotland, considering the huge impact 
our Scottish heritage has had on Canadian 
culture. (Of course, the same could be said of 
many other countries—apparently there are 
more Scots outside of Scotland than within its 
borders!) Aside from just the genetics of 
Scottish-Canadian descent, much of Canadian 
culture subtly draws on Scottish roots. For 
example, a lot of the music for which

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Canadians are best known has a marked 
Celtic influence—even Calgary was named 
after a Scottish locale. 

Edinburgh’s cosmopolitan nature and its 
status as one of Europe’s great 
cities makes it hard to believe it 
only has a population of about 
half a million. It draws such a 
diverse cross-section of people 
for a multitude of reasons, and 
the city has been forced to 
accommodate them all with a 
similarly diverse range of 
resources and facilities. As 
| Scotland’s capital, being poised 

right on the border of England 


HC eae | makes it an important political 


and economic destination. The 
University of Edinburgh is world-renowned, 
drawing nearly 20,000 undergraduates alone 
has resulted in a significant international 
academic community being developed here. 
The artistic community isn’t passed over 
either: every August the city hosts the 
“Edinburgh International Festival,” one of the 
world’s most important arts festivals (if you’re 
hoping to attend, start making your 
arrangements around April). Of course, the 
population may also seem artificially inflated 


by the constant stream of tourists of every 
variety—from the huge Japanese tour groups 
to the partying budget backpackers. 
Fortunately, despite the rampant tourism, 
Edinburgh never quite feels like a tourist trap. 

Much of the joy of visiting Edinburgh is 
just in exploring on foot—there’s no end to 
the hidden courtyards dating back centuries, 
delightful cafes, restaurants and quaint shops 
selling uniquely Scottish gifts. These are best 
discovered on your own (besides, I’m not sure 
Id be able to find some of them again!). That 
being said, there are a few must-sees. The 
Castle is one—there are perhaps more 
spectacular castle interiors to be found in the 
UK, but you can’t beat the views it affords. 

Another is the Palace of Holyroodhouse 
and the Holyrood Abbey—the palace was 
expanded from a guesthouse that was attached 
to the original medieval abbey and has acted 
as a royal residence since the 16th century. It 
remains the Queen’s official residence in 
Scotland, so access is pretty restricted, but a 
few apartments are open as well as the 
grounds and the abbey ruins. The abbey itself 
was founded in 1128. 

A sloping ridge runs from Edinburgh 
Castle to the Palace of Holyroodhouse and 
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following it is the “Royal Mile,’ a most 
intriguing street. To be sure, it is crammed 
with shops and restaurants catering to the 
tourists making their way from one to the 
other but, despite that, the street is lined with 
fascinating buildings (some dating back to the 
1400s!) and it retains its historic charm. With 
its multitude of side streets and tantalizing 
glimpses of Edinburgh’s other sights, one 
could spend days just exploring the Royal 
Me = =) 

_ On the east end of Princes street—which 
is the main thoroughfare through 
downtown—stands Calton Hill, another 
excellent perch for panoramic views of the 
city. Calton Hill is also home to various 
monuments and the City Observatory. At 
100m high, it provides one of the best vantage 
points to take in Edinburgh in its entirety from 
the Firth of Forth (the body of water bordering 
Edinburgh to the north) to Arthur’s Seat—the 
craggy 251-meter mountain summit that is 
Edinburgh’s most imposing landmark (and an 
excellent hike). 

- Accommodations in Edinburgh are not 
hard to find in any economic range, although 
during the peak seasons—especially during 
the International Fringe Festival—you’re best 
to make arrangements ahead. Of course, as 
with any city in the Europe, “budget’’ may not 
carry quite the same meaning as it does in 
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Canada. At the cheapest backpacker’s hostel, 
you can expect to pay around $20-$25 a head 
for a bunk in a ten-person room with shared 
washroom facilities. And you can also expect 
not to sleep much—that’s definitely the 20- 
something party scene. It’s great if that’s your 
cup of tea, but you may want to look at 


‘something like a B&B a little further out in the 


suburbs which would likely run for more like 
$40/person. This is an especially good choice 


if you’ve rented a car—parking is extremely

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limited downtown and can cost as much as or 
more than your accommodation. I wouldn’t 
even recommend driving—let alone 
parking—downtown if you can avoid it: it 
takes about two hours with a map and a good 
sense of direction to navigate the one-way 
streets, the “bus only streets,’ and detours 
from the edge of downtown to your 
destination. 

You'll be able to find any cuisine that 
your tastebuds desire, but before you leave 
Scotland you have to make a trip to a chip 
shop. They’re all over and tend to be small 
and dingy. Your cholesterol levels will shoot 
up just breathing the air inside. But they are 
an integral part of Scottish culture—here you 
can get absolutely anything you can imagine 
battered and deep-fried. If you can’t bring 
yourself to eat a haggis at least have a deep- 


~ fried Mars Bar (it’s about the texture, not the 


extra fat!) or a slice of deep-fried pizza. It’s no 
wonder that Scotland has the highest rate of 
heart disease in Europe... but one night out 
isn’t going to damage you irreparably. 

In a place as diverse as Edinburgh, 
there’s bound to be a bustling gay community. 
And there is. It’s not quite Manchester 
(setting for the British Queer As Folk) and 
there really isn’t an analog of Canal Street or 
a gay village to speak of. The gay and gay 
friendly hang-outs are widely distributed, 
which perhaps reflects the generally accepting 
and tolerant feeling one has on the streets of

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Edinburgh. The “scene” is somewhat 
subdued as well—it seems centered more on 
cafes, bookshops and cozy bars than giant, 
manic gay nightclubs (although, there are 
some of those too). Overall, it’s much more 
down-to-earth, friendly, and welcoming. 

Probably the best place to start accessing 
Edinburgh’s community is Broughton Street, 
on the north-east end of New Town where 
there is a clustering of gay establishments, 
including the Edinburgh Lesbian Gay and 
Bisexual Centre. Look out for Scots 
Gay—Scotland’s free GLBT magazine which 
has rather comprehensive listings for all of 
Scotland. 

It’s hard to overstate Edinburgh’s appeal: 
it’s a city with history, character and 
flare—big enough to have it all and small 
enough to retain its charm and friendliness. 
Just be sure to devote some significant time 
there because you'll be kicking yourself if 
you ve only allotted one day.
